The situation of Moroccan Jewry 
appeared to be deteriorating aS news 
was received of the arrest by police 
of five Jewish families here last week. 
The families were thrown into prison 
and tortured, as a result of which 
an elderly man died. 

The arrests are believed to have 
occurred after a 16-year-old Jewish 
girl, a friend of a Moslem. police 
commissar, had denounced the five 
families on the eve of their departure 
for Israel. 

The Moroccan police also arrested 
and imprisoned M. Jacob Bouzaglio, 
of Casablanca, on a charge of being a 
Zionist. Nine other persons who 
accompanied M. Bouzaglio on their 
way to Meknes were also arrested 
and thrown into prison. The group 
includes several children. 

Meanwhile. M. Raphacl Ouaknine, 
who was arrested last January, when 
Nasser visited Moroceo, and was 
tortured by the police, died this week 
in a Paris hospital as a result of the 
wounds he had sustained.

Adolf Eichmann yesterday denied 
categorically that he killed a Jewish

“I have never 
manhandled anyone, never beaten 
anyone, never killed anyone.” he said 
firmly.

Israel is stated to have begun her 
research into the ionosphere and 
Stratosphere in connection with the 
International Geophysical Year. 
Israch scientists then set themselves 
two tasks-—to design a rocket with 
the required measuring devices and 
to produce a fuel which could 
supply the necessary thrust. 

This first success is to be part 
of a series of tests designed to map 
the ionosphere and stratosphere of 
the Middle East. 

Nevertheless, the promise it 
holds out of Israel's ability to make 
more sinister devices will not be 
lost on anybody, least of all on her 
Arab neighbours.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


RELIGIOUS ZEAL 


HE opening words of the 

Sidra which bears the name 

of Phineas, the grandson of 
Aaron, make reference to the zeal 
which this priest displayed in a 
moment of great crisis. He is 
rightly regarded as the prototype 
of the religious zealot. 

This leads one to investigate the 
nature of religious zeal and its 
manifestations. We have had our 
zealots in nearly every generation. 
At the close of the Temple period 
we had the Sicarii who adopted 
the most violent methods in order 
to prevent the community from 
coming to terms with the Romans. 
We have had zealots who showed 
no scruples about reporting alleged 
Jewish misdeeds to the secular 
authorities. We can recall the con- 
troversy concerning the works of 
Maimonides and the actions of 
those who evoked the aid of the 
Dominicans to repress this so-called 
heretical literature. We may 
remember the bitter disputes 
between the Chassidim and the 
Mitnagdim and _ the culpable 
actions of those who informed 
against their opponents to the 
officers of the State. There are 
such Zealots, too, who delight in 
“washing dirty linen” the 
columns of the national Press. 
How much untold harm was 
inflicted on the Jewish community 
by these zealots! 


ANOTHER type of zeal does not 

operate outside the community 
but is reserved for display within 
the confines of Jewish society. This 
is expressed by the _ typical 
Neinsager. He constantly stresses 
the negative aspects of Judaism 


and Jewish teaching. To him 
Judaism is a series of categorical 
prohibitions. He demands the 
imposition of restrictions and 
believes that the “ don'ts” are of 
greater spiritual significance than 
the “do's.” This, too, can have 
its tragic consequences, for such 
rigid discipline and unbending 
attitude may create a _ rebellious 
reaction on the part of those who 
find such a regimen unendurable. 

Both these forms of manifesta- 
tion of religious zeal may be 
explicable, but one is prompted 
to wonder whether in the final 
analysis a_ distinctly positive 
approach would not produce better 
results. Zeal can be positive, too, 
and Judaism certainly knows and 
assesses its value. Kiddush Hashem 
in its widest application is positive. 
It contains an appeal to loyalty. 
It pays emphasis on the positive 
aspects of Judaism, on its beauty, 
on the inherent quality and life- 
giving force of the old customs 
and practices. It urges positive 
enlightenment not just negative 
denunciation. 


UR own generation needs this 

positive approach to Judaism. 
It requires to take a Jeaf out of the 
book of the sages of old who 
pointed to the “enhancement of 
the beauty of the Mitzvah.” 
Judaism is not a drab affair. We 
seek the beauty of the religious act 
and the joyful participation in the 
practice. To achieve this one 
needs the element of zeal. Let us 
recall that Phineas was zealous for 
God's sake. To be zealous for 
implies a positive approach to 
religious life.

LECTURESHIP IN 
MEDICINE 


Hebrew University 
scheme

The Visiting Lectureship in Medi- 
cine set up by Jewish medical friends 
of the Hebrew University to honour 
one of their great sons, Lord Cohen 
of Birkenhead, was given its send off 
in London on Sunday. 

Based on the pattern of the Lord 
(Lionel) Cohen Visiting Lectureship 
established nine vears ago by the 
Legal Group of the “ Friends,” the 
new lectureship aims at strengthening 
the links between the medical thought 
in this country and in Israel through 
regular annual visits of outstanding 
British exponents of medical science 
and medical practice. The scheme 
provides for the visitor to report on 
Israch medicine on-his return to 
Britain and for the publication of his 


lectures delivered in Israel. Its 
implementation involves the setting 
up of a special capital fund of 
£10,000.

The first subscriptions to the fund 


were made at a meeting of Jewish 
doctors at the home of Professor and 
Mrs. John Yudkin, in) Hampstead, 
after the proposal to establish the 
Lord Cohen of Birkenhead Visiting 
Lectureship in Medicine had been 
given a wholehearted welcome. 


A link 


Commending the new scheme as a 
link between British medicine, the 
Jewish medical profession in this 
country, and the Hebrew University 


School of Medicine. Dr. Walter 
Zander. Secretary of the British 
“ Friends,” stressed that the Univer- 


sity in Jerusalem would never have 
registered the achievements it had to 
its credit had it developed in isolation 
from international scientific thought 
and from the international fraternity 
of scientists. 

Dr. S. Sachs said that hitherto the 
traffic in medicine between Israel 
and Britain had all been one way— 
visits from leading Isracli medical 
figures. The lectureship would now 
enable outstanding medical men from 
this country to go to Israel. 

A committee, including Professor 
Yudkin (who is the Chairman of the 
Medical Group of British 
“ Friends '). was elected to carry out 
the preparatory work for the new 
lectureship.

CHIEF'S 


VICIOUS COMMENTS 


By a Correspondent 


Disparaging remarks about Jews 
are contained in the report published 
recently of the 96th annual meeting 
of the Royal Mutual Benefit Build- 
ing Society, whose offices are in 
Borough High Street, S.E. 

These comments were made by the 
Chairman and Managing Director ol 
the Society, Mr. Richard Burley. 

He commented on the difficulties 
which the Society had experienced and 
referred to the “ gratuitous interfer- 
ence we suffered from a firm of 
Jew solicitors.” The solicitors, he 
said, “presented us with a list of 
names, mostly with an * Israclitish’ 
flavour, as candidates for a place on 
the Board.” 

Mr. Burley then said: “ Another 
Jew member named . (also a 
solicitor) joined in the general mélée. 
It was he who forced his way in and 
sat at the ‘end of the table with the 
Board, you may remember. He it 
was who, during the morning prior 
to the annual general meeting, pre- 
sented to the court a request that an 
injunction should be granted against 
holding the./meeting that day... .” 

He added: “Under the rules of 
the Society the whole lot of these 
delectable gentry have been safely 
eliminated from the books of the 
Society. 

“ Their conduct is reprehensible, to 


say the best of it. . .. They were 
working on a scheme to get control 
of the Society. . . . However, we have 


beaten these so-clever Jews slap out 
of it. so all is well with the 
Society. I had expected them here 


today, but they are not, and we are 


better off. 

“Will all responsible and - good 
Jews please note there is a section 
among you who have already for- 


gotten the name of a certain very 
gentle-man named Adolf Hitler, and 
are by their performances busy mak- 
ing another one (perhaps in this 
country). If they are not controlled 
by responsible Jews, anything may 
happen. Such conduct as we have 
experienced will not be easily for- 
gotten. The writer has also another 
Jewish experience in mind—I recom- 
mend responsible Jews to take heed 
and action,” said Mr. Burley. 

Then Mr. Burley said he wished 
to draw attention to “another phase 
of Jewry.” He referred to an edition 
of a Sunday newspaper a few weeks 
ago in which “there was a short 
article, evidently on a ‘try it on the 
dog’ principle, to the effect that an 
“all public school” was con- 
—— being rebuilt on the banks 
of the Thames just outside London— 
bigger, better than ever. In_ this 
article they state that every effort 
will be made to raise a certain sum 
(here Mr. Burley says “ this made Oj 
larf ") because | would say that the 
sum mentioned could be collected 
any mofning before breakfast from 
Jewish London tycoons. What does 
not make me laugh is the statement 
that every effort will be made to 
attract clever Jewish boys from all 
over the world.” 

He then added: “What has gone 
wrong with the Jews’ Spiritual home, 
Isracl? Why not establish their 
school there. instead of creating, as it 
would, virtually a Jewish town on the 
Thames ? . . Will they build an 
all-Jew university in Oxford or Cam- 
bridge ? Jews are already too finan- 
cially powerful in this country. Is 
this a scheme to take us over? ... 
I noticed in the “ Financial Times ” 
an article on Israel, in which it was 
stated that there is. in Israel. a newly 
built university. . . . It seems they 
want the best of both worlds.” 


“Chosen people” concept

“The Chosen People” was the 
subject of a conference of Catholics 
and Jews held at St. John’s College, 
Oxford, last week-end. The gathering 
was the third of a series began in 
1958 by a number of Catholics who 
wished to maintain contacts with 
Jewish individuals and organisations 
after the withdrawal of their church 
from the Council of Christians and 


Jews. 

They have no official sponsors, but 
the Rev. W. W. Simpson and Mr. 
A. I. Polack, of the Council of 
Christians and Jews, were among the 

articipants. The Hon. Ofganis- 
ng Secretary of the conference was 
Mr. M. White, a 32-year-old Jew 
who was received into the Catholic 
Church seven years ago, 

The conference opened on Friday 
night with a lecture by Dr. Leon 
Roth on “the Chosen and the Holy.” 
“Nowhere in the Hebrew Bible,” 
said Dr. Roth, “are the Jews specifi- 
cally designated as ‘the chosen 
people,” and the Jewish concept is 
rather of a ‘holy people’ created to 
sing the praises of God and to be a 
nation of priests among the peoples.” 
This idea. Dr. Roth continued, was 
elaborated by Rabbi Ignaz Maybaum 
in “Jewish Existence,” which speaks 
of the Jews as ministers to their 
fellow-men. The Diaspora is, there- 
fore, necessary to their existence as a 
priesthood. 


P,iestly separation 


Dr. Roth went on to quote May- 
baum: “As a nation of priests we 
are separated from other nations. 
But we are the priestly people not by 
running away ‘from the Gentiles .. . 
Priestly separation is not political 
segregation. A_ priestly separation 
must connect us with the Gentiles; a 
political separation makes us 
Gentiles ourselves.” 

Father John Bfigh, Lecturer in 
Sacred Scripture at Heythrop College, 
read a paper on “St. Paul and t 
Salvation of Israel.” . 

Accordin to St. Paul, said 
Father Bligh, the mass of Jews have 
rejected the Gospel because they have 
accepted the Law as an end in itself, 
whereas it is only a means. But faith 
is always a gift, and the Jews were 
— this gift in order that salva- 
ion might come to the Gentiles, and 

scorn of the Jews for the Gospel 
had the effect of driving it into the 
Gentile world. But this did not 
mean, Father Bligh continued, that 
Jew and Gentile were thus alienated. 
St. Paul argued that by accepting the 
Gospel the Gentiles were grafted on 
to the stock of Israel and thus 
became of Gad 
rpose in doing this was to make 
the Jews. jealous’ of the spiritual 
iches given to Gentiles and thus 
ring them to conversion, 


Father Bligh questioned a number 
of Pauls arguments. If Paul meant 
that God is to manifest himself to 
the Jews through the Christians, and 
not vice’ versa, said Father Bligh, 
it meant that the Gentiles in effect 
became the chosen people. If Israel 
had been converted in the first genera- 
tion, then on Paul's own principles, 
surely great spiritual: gains would 
have accrued to the Gentile Church. 

“The Mysterion of the Church” 
was the subject of a paper read by 
Father Cornelius Ernst, a Dominican 
priest, 

Mr. Raphael Loewe aroused a 
great deal of argument with a paper 
on “Privilege and Perspective.” 
The heart of the matter, he said, was 
“the Jew's own consciousness of his 
own inescapable otherness,” con- 
ditioned, in part, by the holy 
covenant. This was granted because 
God knew that Abraham would, in 
the words of Genesis, “ command his 
children and his household after him 
to do justice and judgment,” and the 
separateness of Israel is a result of 
this compact. The compact is 
unbreakable. “ The individual,” said 
Mr. Loewe, “ may well default, defy, 
or even do his damnedest to 
de-Judaise himself by assimilation, 
and the Jewish community itself is 
liable to err,” but neither the Jew nor 
Jewry can kick over the traces 
because “the bond is always there.” 

The conference closed with an 
informal discussion. It was resolved 
to hold a further conference of this 
type next year in either Oxford or 
Cambridge.

ARAB REFUGEE 
| PROBLEM 


_ AJA. plea to Israel

An appeal to Israel to play more 
than a “token” réle in the inter- 
national effort to solve the Arab 
refugee problem, was made by Mr. 
Robert Carvalho, President of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, when he 
presided at the half-yearly meeting of 
members held at 74a Charlotte 
Street, W.1, on Tuesday. 

Mr. Carvalho said he could 
envisage nothing more desirable for 
the future of Israel, and of peace in 
the Middle East, than the settlement 
of this terrible situation involving so 
much human misery. But it could 
only be achieved through Israel-Arab 
co-operation, bolstered up by 
moral and financial support of the 
great nations of the world. 

“Israel herself has made repeated 
offers of compensation for lost pro- 
perty. While it is impossible to 
expect her to solve the problem by 
wholesale repatriation, it would be 
valuable if she could re-examine the 
situation and come forward with 
some new proposal to prove her 
determination to recompense those 
who suffered and to repatriate some 
of the more pressing cases.” 


Name changed 

It was agreed that the name of the 
“ Foreign Affairs Committee” of the 
A.J.A. be changed to the “ External 
Affairs Committee,” 

Later, members of the Association 
were to disagree with the guest 
speaker, Mr. Harold Lever, 
when, in an address on “Some Cur- 
rent Jewish Problems,” he said that 
religion was not an essential ingredi- 
ent of Judaism, and that an under- 
standing and appreciation of Jewish 
history was, for a non-religious Jew, 
an oqeeny effective substitute. 

Asked whether he believed that 
spiritual guidance was forthcoming 
from Israel, Mr. Lever said: “It 
would be naive and optimistic for us 
to suppose that Israel. at this infant 
Stage in her development. could send 
forth a stream of ‘Jewish cultural 
achievement.” 

Denying any suggestion that Anglo- 
Jewry was spiritually dead (* our 
status is for the non-Jews around us 
to decide"), Mr. Lever said that such 
criticism usually stemmed from a 
sense of disappointment at modern 
Jewry’s failure to constitute a nation 
of priests. 

“We Jews. have been brought up 
to expect too high a tendard from 
our own people. We liave to face the 
idea that 95 per cent of all people. 
Jews or non-Jews, are incapable of 
making any great intellectual or 
moral contribution to society, and 
that the concept of a mass contribu- 
tion -by Jewry. to the world is 
romantic fantasy.” 


JUDGE ACCEPTS 
ISRAELI “ GET” 

An Israeli certificate of divorce or 
get, where both parties were of the 
Jewish faith, and obtained by a hus- 
band domiciled in Israel, was recog- 
nised as validly dissolving the 
marriage in the Divorce Court in 
London on Monday, 

Mr. Justice Cairns said that though 
the get was obtained with the wife's 
consent it was valid in Engtish law. 
He granted Mrs. Shirley Marian 
Gillon, of Rossmore Court, Park 
Road, N.W.1, a declaration accord- 
ingly. The wife was represented by 
Mr. Joseph Jackson. 

The marriage, said the judge. had 
taken place in England in 1958 and 
the parties only lived together for a 
Short time. In September, 1959, a 
certificate of divorce was issued by 


the Tel Aviv District Rabbinical 
Court.

Cross-examined, Mr. Oakley said 
that he found the representatives of 
the company quite frank and ‘helpful. 
He agreed that the loaves concerned 
were of a distinctive and. special 
shape. He was told that the loaves 
were known as challahs, and con- 
tained fat. sugar. and eggs. So far as 
he was aware, bread did not in the 
ordinary way contain these ingredi- 
ents. He did not know that the loaf 
known as challah was never the sub- 
ject of the bread subsidy during the 
war, nor did he know that it was not 
the subject of price control. 

Called for the defence, Mr. Morris 
Ross, of Manor House, Marylebone 
Road, N.W.1. Secretary of the com- 
pany, said that he regarded the challah 
loaf as cake. It was always regarded 
so by Jewish bakers. The challah 
Was not the subject of the bread 
subsidy. This was because the 
ingredients were different. 

Questioned by the Magistrate, he 
said he did not’ remember challah 
being mentioned by name in the 
bread subsidy. 

Describing it as an interesting case, 
the Magistrate said: “ The defence is 
that this thing is called a loaf, but it 
is not bread.” he said. “The Order 
has bread in it. By saying that this

The word challah occurs first in the 
Book of Numbers, where we are told 
that “of the first of your dough ye 


shall set apart a cake (MOM); ... 
e shall give unto the Lord a portion 
for a gift throughout your genera- 
tions (Numbers xv, 20-21). 

These “cakes,” which were in fact 
small loaves of bread, were given to 
the priests. The Mishna includes a 
whole tractate, which is devoted to 
the laws of challah, and called by 
that name. In fact, the “cakes 
were set aside even before they were 
baked and. this particular priestly due 
is, therefore, referred to as “ dough- 
offering.” Early in the Middle Ages 
and, possibly, during the Talmudic 
period, when the priests had virtually 
ceased as a caste of their own 
(except for certain ritual purposes), 
it became customary to take a small 
amount of dough and burn it in lieu 
of the priestly gift. This custom has 
survived to this day, among Orthodox 
Jewish bakers.

American and British workers co-operate

Co-operation between the British 
Labour Movement and the American 
Jewish Labour Committee—which 
represents more than half a million 
organised Jewish working-~men and 
women in the United States and 
Canada—is being extended with the 
particular aim of combating every 
kind of group discrimination. 


Mr. Walter L. Kirschenbaum, 
Director of the Public Relations 
Department of the A.J.L.C., who 


spent a week in London on his way 
back from Israel, said in an interview 
that both here in Britain and in the 
United States the labour movement 
was faced with similar problems of 
racial discrimination in employment, 
accommodation, and education. 
“Since we already have fraternal 
links and since our problems with 
regard to discrimination seem to be 
similar, the American Jewish Labour 
Committee feels that it would be very 
much worth while if American and 
British—and later perhaps also the 
French—labour movements intensi- 
fied their co-operation and exchange 


views on these questions,” he stated. > 


“We feel that the labour move- 
ment should become the spearhead in 
breaking down discriminatory racial 
barriers, first in its own ranks and 
then also within the general commu- 


_Mr. Kirschenbaym declared. 
During his stay in London Mr. 
Kirschenbaum met several leaders 
of the British Labour Party and the 
Trade Union movement, with whom 
he discussed general and specific 
questions of co-operation. 

In the United States, said Mr. 
Kirschenbaum, the A.J.L.C, had been 
in the forefront of the struggle for 
anti-discriminatory legislation and of 
support for any progressive movement 
to abolish racial barriers. “ Today, 
for instance, we are giving assistance 
to the ‘Freedom Riders" in the 
Southern States,” he added.

Former refugees from Austria 
have welcomed the recent agreement 
between the Federal German 
Republic and Austria whereby the 
former would contribute some £29 
million towards the cost of compen- 


compensation and indemnifi- 
cation laws to be mmplementiecd as a 
result of the agreement. 

Dr. Paul Portman, Hon. Secretary 
of the British Section of the World 
Association of Jews from Austria, 
told a crowded mecting hbeid in 

last week that several of the 


provisions restricted lo 
victims who were sill Austrian 
citizens. This limitation excluded 
most of the 75,000 Jewish victims 
who had fled from Austria and had 
later obtained American, British, 
Israeli, and other nationalities. 

Yet another provision in _ the 
Austrian compensation legislation, 
Dr. Portman pointed out, limited 
indemnification for imprisonment in 
concentration camps to people earn- 
ing no more than £1,000 a year. 
Other provisions excluded widows 
and of from obtaining some 
material recompense for the suffcrings 
of their husbands or parents who 
had since died.

Danish Jewry’s escape 


Eichmann dismissed as untrue. a 
document describing him as a “ great 
fanatic” on the issue of racial purity 
of the blood. 


Earlier, his West German defence 
counsel, Dr. Robert Servatius, intro- 
duced in evidence the book “ The 
Final Solution.” by British 
author, Gerald Reitlinger. 

Fichmann dismissed as ™“ strange, 
inaccurate,” and “ amazingly untrue ~ 
the document, dating back to Novem- 
ber, 1941, describing him as “ fanati- 
cally in favour™ of anti-Jewish 
measures. 

He was referring to the first docu- 
ment cited by his defence counsel in 
connection with the antisemitic cam- 
paign in Holland, It said Eichmann 
had been co-operating closely in the 
introduction of race laws against the 
Jews in the Netherlands. 

Defence counsel confronted Eich- 
mann with a post-war affidavit by 
SS. Colonel Dr. Rudolf Mildner, 
head of the Gestapo in Denmark. 
which said: 

“ Foreign Minister Ribbentrop knew 
Hitler's intention to destroy all Jews 
in Europe and he submitted to Hitler 
proposals as to how to deal with 
the Jews in Denmark.” 

Eichmann had been detailed to go 


to Copenhagen, together with a 
Special commando unit named 
“Eichmann zinde kKommando,” the 
affidavit added. 

Accused said he had gone to 
Copenhagen on instructions from 
Himmler. He doubted whether the 
commando unit was. named after 
him as “this was a practice in use 
only in Hungary in 1945.” -He said: 


“Dr. Mildner was in charge of the 
whole operation.” 

His arrival at Copenhagen, Eich- 
mann said, had occurred “after the 
measures against the Jews had been 
implemented.” 

Judge Halevi: “ But the document 
says ‘Eichmann and Guenther told 
Dr. Mildner, Hitler and Himmler 
were mad with fury over the failure 
of the anti-Jewish operations. Can 
you explain this?” 

Fichmann: “ It transpires from the 
document that the entire anti-Jewish 
operation failed altogether and there 
was indignation in Kaltenbrunner's 
heart against Dr. Karl Best, the 
Reich Plenipotentiary in Denmark.” 

Judge Halevi: “Did you not tell 
Dr. Mildner that Hitler and Himmler 
were mad with fury over it?” 


~ Flight to Sweden 


Fichmann: “I read it in the docu- 
ment and in Reitlinger but at the 
time | knew nothing about it.” 

[A prosecution witness told the 
court on Mav 9 how the entire 
Danish nation came to the rescue of 
the country’s Jewish population when 
the Nazis moved to deport the 7,700 
Jews. Warned of the impending 
round-up, the Jews fled to Sweden 
in a Dunkirk-like operation staged 
by the Danish underground. Only 
472 were captured.] 

Another document shown to Eich- 
mann by Dr. Servatius mentioned the 
accused as having drafted proposals 
to ameliorate the condition of Jews 
in Denmark after the failure of anti- 
Jewish operations, 

The Foreign Ministry was reported, 
in another document, to have agreed 
to the proposals. 

When Judge Halevi asked the 
accused whether he was authorised 
to propose “ measures benefitting the 
Jews,” Eichmann replied: “ No, 
was not. I went to Copenhagen to 
clarify with the Reich Plenipotentiary 
what steps to take to put an end to 
the riots which broke out as a result 
of the = anti-Jewish operations. 


then reported to Berlin and was later 
instructed to take the appropriate 
measures. The proposals mentioned 
in this document were put forward 
by other people.” 

Eichmann denied ever having given 
the order “shoot” over the tele- 
phone to Franz Rademacher, Foreign 
Ministry expert on Jewish affairs, 
when asked in September, 1941, 
about what should be done with 
1,200 Serbian Jews. 

He said: “I never made a state- 
ment of this sort. I could not have 
done so because such a statement 
would have far exceeded my 
authority.” 

Dr. Servatius quoted in full from 
a prosecution documenta message 
from Felix Benzler. Nazi Minister to 
the puppet Serb Government, to the 


Foreign Ministry—-and said “This 
document is important because it 
bears a marginal note ‘Eichmann 


suggests shooting. 
Showing—for the first time during 
his testimony some heat. and raising 
his voice, Eichmann said other docu- 
ments indicated that he was not 
involved in the shooting order. 


MONDAY 


REBUKE FROM 
COUNSEL 


Dr. Servatius administered his 
severest rebuke of the trial so far 
to Eichmann for not answering a 
question properly. 

He asked the accused, at the 
request of one of the judges, what 
was meant by the phrase “the most 
uninteresting consignment,” applied 
in a letter to a group of Jews in 
Greece who reported for deportation 


in November, 1943, 

Iletter—from the German 
administration in Greece to the 
Foreign Ministry—-said the remain- 


ing 6.800 Jews had failed to report. 

Eichmann said: “It seems that the 
remainder took refuge in the moun- 
tains, and those who remained behind 


were cither unable or unwilling to 
join them, .. .” 
Dr. Servatius: “You have not 


answered the question. or else you did 
not understand it. The 1.200 must 
have had some special quality. Per- 
haps you would read through the 
document again a littl more care- 
fully.” 

Eichmann. red in the face. replied: 
“They were uninteresting. | suppose, 
because they were not agile and 
therefore of no military significance. 
The ones of military importance must 
have taken refuge.” 

The name of Dieter Wisliceny. 
Eichmann’s one-time friend and 
associate who later denounced Eich- 
mann as the key man in the Nazi 
“ Final solution of the Jewish prob- 
lem.” brought a wry smile to the 
wrinkled face of the accused. 

Eichmann, flanked by two police- 


men within § his bullet-proof cage. 
told the court Wisliceny had lied 
when he testified in Bratislava in 


1947 that he had asked Eichmann to 
haht the deportations from Greece 
because of a tvohus epidemic. 

The accused also denied Wisliceny's 
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Joel Brand 


allegations that it was he, Eichmann, 
who issued the order to round up 
all Greek Jews and deport them to 
Auschwitz. Eichmann said: “ This 
order was issued by the chief of the 
security police and §.D. (S. M. 
General Ernst Kaltenbrunner) and 
the head of office IV (the Gestapo).” 


When the Presiding Judge, Mr. 
Justice Moshe Landau, asked the 
accused “the question is whether 


you talked with Wisliceny and gave 
him the order?” Eichmann rose 
stifly to his feet. 

His face twitching, and swallowing 
hard, he replied: “I cannot say. 
exactly, it may be that I did give 
the order and it may be that 
Wisliceny -received his orders direct 
from Mueller (General Heinrich 
Mucller. chief of the Gestapo).” 

Defence counsel quoted Forcign 
Ministry correspondence with Eich- 
mann in 1943 covering arrangements 
for the deportation of 20,000 Jews 
from Bulgaria. 

When asked about one document 
notifying him that he was being sent 
a copy of an agreement signed by the 
Bulgarian Jewish Affairs Commis- 
sioner consenting to the deportation, 
Eichmann said jt was “ bureaucratic- 
ally necessary” for him to ask for 
such documents so that he could 
submit them to General Mueller. 

“He would then order me to refer 
to the Transport Ministry so that a 
time-table could be prepared .. . this 
was the usual procedure.” 


Frontier sealed 


Eichmann said that at his instiga- 
tion the Rumanian Eastern’ frontier 
was Sealed to prevent. “the 
deportation ~ 
Rumanians to the Ukraine in April. 
1942. 

When he said he believed refer- 
ence in a German document to a 
“change of policy” had meant that 
Marshal lon Antonescu. (Prime 
Minister) had abandoned deportation 
in favour of an “internal Rumanian 
solution.” Judge Benjamin Halev: 
asked if this change was not. in fact. 
permission for Jews to emigrate to 
Palestine 

Fichmann: “This was only part 
of a general plan of the Marshal... .” 

Fichmann denied that he had any- 
thing to do with an order from Hitler 
in October, 1943, that the 8,000 Jews 
of Rome should be taken as hostages 
to Mauthausen, He believed that the 
order was passed directly from 
Himmler or Kaltenbrunner to the 
local authorities. 

Dr. Servatius quoted a letter from 
Eberhard Von Thadden, Jewish 
Affairs expert in the Porcign Minis- 
iry, informing Eichmann that Bishop 


Hudal. Rector of the German 
Church in Rome, had protested 
against deportations, and that 


attempts were being made to make 


the Vatican change its hostile 
uttitude. 

Dr. Servatius asked Eichmann: 
“Here you are informed that 


attempts are being made in Rome to 
stop the arrests. Did you do any- 
thine about it?” 

Eichmann: “As we have seen. the 
highest authorities intervened in this 
matter in Italy, so it is quite obvious 
that I could have done nothing. Io 
such cases | would always approach 
my office chief, Mueller. through the 
usual service channels, to obtain his 
instructions,”

Though emotional he is a reticent 
man, little given to theologising in 
public. His outlook on Reform 
is decidely conservative, stemming 
from the optimistic American view 
that, granted a few simple moral 
principles and the minimum of 
regulation, the goodness of man 
will flower at its best. 

In his own words, he wants 
“a forward - looking American 
Judaism, unfettered by the estab- 
lishment of heirarchical authority, 
strong through attachment to the 
lastingly significant and enduringly 
beautiful that survive the fragility 
of transient custom.” And again, 
“Our American Judaism must be 
liberal in, theology, reform in 
practice, progressive in faith.” 

Glueck’s concern for freedom 
goes beyond indifference to the 
practices of traditional Judaism. 
He believes intensely in the College 
chapel services, but he would 
rather his tongue cleave to the 
roof of his mouth than put pres- 
sure on any student to attend ; and 
he prefers to have a diversity of 
doctrines taught under the same 
roof than restrict the freedom of 
his teachers. 

To maintain the independence of 
Hebrew Union College is one of 
his major worries at the present 
day. The American Reform move- 
ment has taken different shape and 
come under different control from 
when he first knew it, and he fears 
ambitious men to whom the 
academic independence of the Col- 
lege is of little account.

INTERMARRIAGE IN 
GERMANY 


MAINZ 

About 59 per cent of all Jewish 
marriages in West Germany since 
1945 have been mixed marriages, a 
demographic study of this country’s 
Jewry issued at Mainz University 
revealed. The study also showed that 
of 1,166 newly-born children in the 
West German Jewish community 
between 1951 and 1958, only 71 were 
of “all-Jewish extraction.” 

The study, a doctoral dissertation 
‘by Mr. Harry Maor, of Tel Aviv, 
showed that only one-fifth of the 
newly-born Jewish children were 
listed as members of Jewish commu- 
nities here and were enrolled in 
Jewish religious and educational 
schemes.—(J.1T.A.)

Concern over [sraeli economy

Israel made no advance towards 
achieving economic independence 
during 1960, and failed even to 
sustain a certain improvement noted 
during the previous year, in spite 
of the generally favourable objective 
conditions prevailing. This is the 
most significant fact to emerge from 
the Bank of Israel's annual report 
on the National Economy, which is 
now available. 


Objective conditions favouring 
economic progress included the con- 
tinued low level of immigration, 
record unrequited incomes from 
abroad, and the maturing of invest- 
ments made in previous years. 

Immigration remained far too low 
to be of any economic consequence ; 
net immigration amounted to 17,509. 
less than one per cent of the total 
population for the third year 
running. 

Unrequited incomes from abroad 
came to $300 million, of which 
individual restitution moneys from 
Germany made up a third, (Israeli 
foreign indebtedness and foreign 
investments in Israel also grew.) 

Many investments made _ in 
industry, agriculture, transport, build- 
ing, etc., in previous years, began to 
bear fruit in 1960, or gave increased 
yields. As a result of these ceverop- 
ments, ahd because of an increased 
labour force and substantial new 
borrowing, the resources at the dis- 
posal of the economy increased by 
some 8 per cent. 

What, however, has disappointed 
the Bank of Israec! economists (and 
Israeli economists in general) 1s 
primarily the use to which these 


increased resources have been put. 
Half of the increase went to swell 
personal consumption, which rose by 
8 per cent, raising the standard of 
living by 5 per cent—one of the 
highest rises in living standards in 
the whole world. 

But less than a tenth of the 
economy's increased wealth went for 
investment, whose proportion in total 
resources is on the decline, although 
industrial investment is still rising. 

Although gross exports increased 
by $65 million, total imports 
increased by $90 million, so that the 
current deficit on the balance of pay- 
ments rose by $25 million. The bulk 
of the increased imports consisted of 
raw materials and fuel for industrial 
and agricultural production ; as pro- 
duction expands so do imports, and 
the increase is not offset by added 
exports. Imports of consumer goods 
also rose. 

The Bank of Israel is particularly 
critical of Government agricultural 
policy, which it accuses of failing to 
face up to problems of efficiency and 
costs. The report shows that Israeli 
agriculture is now facing ‘a severe 
marketing crisis, as a result of which 
production is now stagnant, and this 
requires radical reforms, not pallia- 
tives, to cure it. 

The report's principal recommen- 
dations are a firmer economic policy, 
designed to cut down excessive 
demand and imports, keep credits 
and the money supply down, greater 
selectivity in new investment, and the 
cutting of costs and greater considera- 
tion to economic efficiency. 

These recommendations are 
basically similar to those made. in 
previous reports. But the fact that 
they have to be repeated almost 
yearly is in itself significant,

in the same period, have gone tw 
Israel to stay. 


The majority of the expatriate 
Israelis live in Melbourne and its 
suburbs. 

Contrary to general belicf some of 
the Israelis are sabras with a family 
history in Israel going back genera- 
tions in some cases. Most are 
middle-aged and have young families. 
Some of the children who arrived in 
their early years are now grown up, 
and a few are at university. They 
regard Isracl with a derision and 
resentment that the psychologists 
should have little difficulty in explain- 
ing. 

The most frequently given reason 
for abandoning Isracl is “ disillu- 
sionment”™” with the country rather 
than excitement at the possibility of 
settling in a new land which itself 
has boundless prospects. This 
applies eee to recent arrivals 
in Israel. The second reason is the 
desire for family reunion, and the 
third group consists of a small num- 
ber who used Israel as a stepping- 
stone to another country, 

One arrival from Israel formcrly 
held high office in the Isracu 


judiciary and has since restudicd 
and won high honours in the legal 
rofession here. Another was a well- 
nown boxer, of Yemeni extrac- 
tion, who has branched owt into 
commerce. But these are the excep- 
tions rather than the rule. 


Some arrive, having sold their 
belongings, with a little capital which 
they invest in small businesses (milk 
bars are the current favourite). But 
the majority find their moncy soon 
disappears with the high cost of 
living and they ‘are forced to fall 
back on the sparse assistance pro- 
vided by the Government to uncm- 
ployed new migrants. 


As far as the Melbourne Jewish 
community is concerned the Israclis 
do not exist: they are + ae an 
embarrassment seldom referred to 
Only rare cases are assisted by the 
usually generous Jewish Welfare and 
Relief Society. This is not a ques- 
tion of policy. but is more of an 
understanding, Ex-Israclis are seldom 
seen at Jewish communal functions 
and generally avoid Jewish company, 
in spite of endeavours by local 
Jewish bodies to encourage their par- 
ticipation in communal life. 

Many of the Israelis feel consider- 
ably dejected and dispirited and 
would like to return to Israel. But 
their path is not easy and the Zionist 
Federation has been frequently frus- 
trated in its attempts to assist with 
their repatriation.

Suspicious 


Naturally, many friends of 
Israel here are suspicious. The 
State Department has a tradition 
of being susceptible to Arab blan- 
dishments. It is asked whether the 
President, like many leaders before 
him. has fallen under the ‘spell of 
the permanent officials. This 
suspicion could easily lead to 
bitterness in view of the high hopes 
aroused by President Kennedy's 
election. He had accused the pre- 
vious administration of weak. ess 
towards the Arabs—particularly in 
regard to the Suez Canal blockade 


—and had pledged that he would 
use the moral authority of the 
White House to seck peace in the 
Middle East. 

What obviously worries the 
friends of Israel is that in his new 
move the President apparently asks 
little from the Arab leaders and a 
great deal from the Jewish State. 
It might even appear that the Pre- 
sident has accepted the usual Arab 
propaganda line about the 
repatriation of Arab refugees. 

Yet this view is by no means 
held in all Jewish circles. An

examination of the tortuous 
American policy towards the 
Middle East shows clearly that in 
regard to the Arab refugees there 
has not been any radical departure 
in U.S.A. thinking.

Nasser’s Lost Week-end 


THE Kuwait allair has been a test 
for the statesmanship and cohesion 
of the Arab States, and once again 
they have tailed.

The Arab Economic Council, 
whose meetings in Damascus 
began in a fanfare of promises to 
achieve Arab economic unity, has 
wound up its session without any 
tangible achievement. Both the 
U.A.R. and Jordan commentators 
have admitted that the meeting 
was a complete failure, that no 


decisions were taken, all issues 
having been frozen. 
Though the scope for Arab 


economic unity was considerably 
less than the propaganda made out, 
there is a case for closer co-ordina- 
tion, facilities for capital and 
labour to move more freely from 
one Arab State to another, greater 
rationalisations of tariff policies, 
and measures of this kind. The 
Arab Economic Council's failure 
to make any headway at all is due 
primarily to political causes. The 
smaller Arab States are unwilling 
to give up any attributes of 
sovereignty while they fear polliti- 
cal intervention from the larger 
States. 

The U.A.R. comment _ that 
failure “places on the .U.A.R.’s 
shoulders the responsibility for 
going ahead alone with the revolu- 
tionary task (of forging Arab 
unity) without looking to one side 
or the other” helps to explain 
the Council's failure. The U.A.R. 
concept of Arab economic unity 
means a lowering of inter-Arab 
tariff barriers and a raising of 
barriers to the outside world which 
would simply aid Egypt’s relatively 
high-cost production to penetrate 
other iab markets without any 
corresponding advantage to the 
other Arab States which do not 
need extended Arab markets at 
present. 


that Israel could not be expected 
to take back a potential fifth- 
column of a million people, some 
of them not even bona fide 
refugees. Nevertheless, it was felt 
—rightly or wrongly—that a 
Jewish State should have shown an 
even more humanitarian approach 
to the problem. 

In the United Nations the Arabs 
have for long been scoring propa- 
ganda points by bringing up the 
question of the refugees. The 
United States has been bitterly 
assailed as a “friend of Israel” 
for not accepting the Arab resolu- 
tions. At the same time the U.S.A. 
administration had been pressing 
the Israel Government to change 
its policy towards the refugees. 
Foster Dulles was said to have 
been greatly aggrieved by the 
Israelis’ refusal to fall in with his 
ideas about the refugees. It is 
highly significant, in view of the 
present controversy, that the Dulles 
plan was not altogether different 
from the Kennedy proposals. 
Dulles, too, proposed the financing 
of the whole or part of the resettle- 
ment of the mass of the refugees 
and the repatriation of some of 
them to Israel. 


Abandoned Properties 


Admittedly any settlement of the 
problem would have to take into 
account the arguments used by the 
Ben-Gurion administration. A 
decision regarding the amount of 
compensation to the refugees must 
be taken in the light of the blocked 
Jewish accounts and, even more 
important, the abandoned Jewish 
properties in Arab lands. Not 
only impartial observers but many 
friends of Israel in the United 
States are hoping that Mr. Ben- 
Gurion would modify his stand 
that there had been a “ natural.” 
exchange of population between 
the Arabs who left Israel and the 
Jews who went from Arab coun- 
tries to Israel. 

Such a stand would strongly 
offend the present Kennedy 
administration. And it would also, 
it is feared, find little favour at the 
next annual U.N. General Assem- 
bly session, which is due to open 
in less than three months. There 
are indications that the Arab 
refugee problem likely to 
become a major item on_ the 
agenda. The Arab leaders are 
going, it seems, to make an inten- 
sive effort to indict Israel on this 
subject. If no concessions are 
made by Ben-Gurion, the United 
States and other Western countries 
might find it more difficult to hold 
back the Arab onslaught. : 

The Israelis are known to be 
concerned about the effect of this 
propaganda on the new and 
unsophisticated African States. 
Much of the good will amassed by 
the Israelis by their aid to these 
new States might be dissipated by 
the bitterness aroused by the 
refugees. 


Concessions ? 


The Americans have been closely 
following the discussions in Israel 
about the refugees and they believe 
that the public statements made by 
Mr. Ben-Gurion and other Mapai 
leaders do not, in fact, represent 
Israel's final stand on the problem. 
There are indications that the 
Israelis may agree to make con- 
cessions, on the understanding that 
a similar spirit of good will is 
shown by the Arabs. It is noticed 
that the Israel Government has 
been having great difficulty at 
arriving at an agreed and accept- 
able policy in regard to the 
refugees and this is taken to mean 
that there has been important 
rethinking about the problem. 

Those in the United States who 
welcome President Kennedy’s 
initiative see in it a major effort to 
solve what has up to now been an 
intractable problem. The Presi- 
dent appears to be genuinely con- 
cerned not only with the plight of 
the refugees but with helping the 
Israelis and Arabs to arrive at an 
eventual peace settlement. Many 
Americans, and others, believe that. 
it would be tragic if the Israelis, 
by adopting an unhelpful attitude, 
fail to grasp this opportunity.

N Saturday morning we 

set out for the Oxford 

Synagogue — five nuns, 
two friars, a Jesuit, an ex-Rector 
of the Hebrew University, 
twenty others, and myself. We 
mever got there, because we 
were intercepted by the Cowley 
Lecturer in Hebrew, who told 
us that the synagogue was in no 
fit state to receive us or anyone. 
Our outing was perhaps 
symbolic. 

We were attending the con- 
ference of Catholics and Jews. 
The lectures were profound. 
The discussions ranged over this 
world and the next. A white- 
haired man, for whom the latter 
must have been of more than 
academic concern, said to me : 
“I told Reinhart that while the 
Jews refuse to recognise the 
New Testament I refuse to be 
recognised as a Jew.” 

“ Are you a Catholic, then ?” 
I asked. 

“No,” he said, “I'm in the 
wilderness.” 

A nun was there with a face 
like a prophetess. “I entered a 
convent over forty years ago,” 
she told me. “ My family was 
Jewish—it still is—but if there 
was any religion in their life I 
would never have become a 
Catholic. It was empty. I 
only grasped the meaning of 
Judaism after I became a nun.” 

It is doubtful whether any 
Catholic will turn Jew or Jew 
Catholic as a result of this con- 
ference, and the old man in the 
wilderness had not yet emerged 
when I saw him last. It was 
pleasant as a meeting of sincere, 
thoughtful, and intelligent 
people, and if it increased 
understanding and knowledge 
it also increased bewilderment, 
but, then, the wilderness is 
perhaps the natural habitat for 
the thinking soul.

The architects’ conference 
now being held in London is 
drawing atiention to new build- 
ing materials and novel ways of 
employing them. Can we hope 


— 


to see some of them incorpor- 
ated jn our future synagogues ? 
I think not. Our local syna- 
gogue leaders often lack taste in 
their choice of architecture, and 
as buildings last a long time 
we have ah abundance of monu- 
ments to bad taste. 

Architecturally our  syna- 
gogues can be divided into three 
main groups—Warehouse-Func- 
tional, Gaumont-Byzantine, and 
Odeon-Modern. The old (Bevis 
Marks excepted) are often 
decrepit without being mellow : 
the new are brash without being 
novel. The new Central Syna- 
gogue in Great Portland Street 
has a pleasant exterior, but the 
interior combines the peach- 
melba glory of a milk-bar with 
the gaudy grilling of a juke-box. 
Il would nevertheless call it the 
best of our post-war public 
buildings. The new Western is 
without character and without 
grace. The best that may be 
said of the design for the new 
West End Great in Soho is that 
it is eminently worthy of its set- 
ting. The new Marble Arch, 
mindful of the fact that it will 
have to function as the chapel of 
the Cumberland Hotel, promises 
to be not only more elaborate 
but also more tasteful. 


* * 


There is a bricks-and-mortar 
mentality prevalent in the com- 
munity which sees a solution to 
every problem in terms of 
buildings. A decay in religious 
feeling? Put up a synagogue. 
A decline in religious know- 
ledge? Build a cheder. A 
drift from Jewish ritual? Sink 
a mikva. Thus, when consider- 
ing the needs of Jewish students, 
we have for years been 
struggling to provide Hillel 
Houses, and it is only now that 
the Rev. Dr. Chaim Pearl has 
come out with a suggestion that 
a resident Jewish chaplain be 
appointed to our major univer- 
sities. This is an excellent idea, 
but chaplains need no founda- 
tion-stones and it is unlikely to 
be implemented.

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UNITED SYNAGOGUE CRISIS 


United Synagogue since its recent biennial 

elections. On that occasion there were 
four contestants for the Joint Treasurership. Mr. 
Asher Wingate, who had until then held the two 
posts of Joint Treasurer and Chairman of the 
Building Committee, failed to be re-elected in the 
former capacity. Last week, Sir Bernard Waley- 
Cohen resigned as Vice-President in order to 
provide an opportunity for Mr. Wingate to be 
elected in his place. His resignation was accepted 
by the President, the Hon. Ewen Montagu, in a 
letter in. which he underlined the indispensability 
of Mr. Wingate to the efficient working of the 
institution. Subsequently, the Executive nomi- 
nated Mr. Alfred Woolf (now the Senior Joint 
Treasurer) for the Vice-Presidency in the hope 
that the vacancy thus left for a Joint Treasurer 
would be filled by Mr. Wingate. Other nomina- 
tions are, however, expecied and Mr. Montagu 
has made clear his intention of resigning should 
Mr. Wingate not be elected. 


SUDDEN crisis has developed in the 


It should be stated at the outset that there is 
nothing inherently undemocratic in the President 
or the Executive nominating their choice of 
candidates for elective offices. The decision rests 
with the Council whether or not they will elect 
the nominee. Nor is there anything undemocratic 


in the President interpreting as an issue of confi- 


dence any matter on which he fee!s strongly and 
making his continuation in office dependent upon 
his advice being followed. In this case, Mr. 
Montagu takes the view that the financial 
ramifications of the U.S. are so great that he 
could not continue to carry the responsibility of 
his office unless he had with him an experienced 
associate in whom he has confidence. 


More valid is the criticism of Mr. Montagu’s 
handling of the affair. It would seem to be an 
unnecessary provocation to the Council that 
within a few weeks of their rejection of Mr. 
Wingate as a Joint Treasurer, they should be asked 
to take him back, through a “ back door” as it 
were. Nor would it appear to have been neces- 
sary for the President to have acted so precipi- 


tately in accepting the resignation of Sir Bernard, 
thus thrusting a by-election on the Council at 
this very early stage before the new team of 
Honorary Officers had a chance to work itself in. 
The impression is given that too littl regard 
has been paid to the sensitivity of public opinion. 
Even the wisdom and experience of elder states- 
men are of little avail when their methods appear 
autocratic or dictatorial. 


The fault, therefore, on the part of the 
President has been one of tact and diplomacy. But 
these are minor failings compared with the over- 
whelming qualities of a sense of responsibility, 
integrity, and assiduity, all of which Mr. 
Montagu possesses in full measure and the 
benefits of which have been reaped for many 
years by the United Synagogue under his 
leadership. 


The Council then must weigh up the issues for 
which they will be voting on July 17. _ First 
there is the question of who will be Treasurer. 
While it is naive to consider any individual indis- 
pensable, the recommendation of the Executive 
indicates that they consider Mr. Wingate to have 
a strong claim. He has for years efficiently 
administered the complex financial structure of 
the institution and gained invaluable 
experience which it would seem a pity to discard. 
His unpopularity which apparently led to his 
defeat is, in a sense, a tribute to his success. When 
sO many financial demands are made upon the 
United Synagogue it is as well that a responsible 
official should not be afraid to court unpopularity 
in dealing with them. 


The second issue, and the major one, concerns 
not Mr. Wingate but Mr, Montagu. Despite his 
tendency to impulsive action, of which the present 
crisis is an example, Mr. Montagu’s disinterested 
and devoted services in the leadership of the 
United Synagogue are beyond all praise. His 
resignation would be a grave blow not only for 
the United Synagogue but for the whole 
community. 


A MAGNIFICENT 
ACHIEVEMENT 


The Government of. Israel, its scientists and 
technologists deserve hearty congratulations on 
their achievement in sending up a multi-stage 
space rocket for experimental and meteorological 
purposes. In the first place it is a proof of the high 
level of scientific and technical achievement 
reached and sustained. Secondly, it reflects a 
bold and imaginative spirit; a determination not 
to allow the State’s limited size and economic 
potential to stifle pioneering aspirations on the 
frontiers of science and technology. The leaders 
who initiated this effort and gave Israeli 
specialists their chance also deserve their share 
of the praise. Their patient willingness, in this 
instance, to await results before announcing the 
progress of their research is reassuring. Mr. 
Ben-Gurion’s vision and faith in his country’s 
potentialities are undoubtedly one of the factors 


underlying this success. Scientific achievement of - 


this magnitude inevitably carries political signifi- 
cance. Military implications unavoidably spring 
to mind, and whether or not Israel will be forced 
to beat her scientific ploughshares into swords, 
the achievement itself is a reminder of the 
scientific-military potential Israel can bring to 
bear both for her own defence if necessary and 
to help her neighbours’ progress if only conditions 
would permit this. The world will see in this 
achievement a sign of continued vision and bold 
pioneering spirit on the part of the country’s 
leaders, the faith that Israel can be more than a 
small Middle-Eastern State, and a greatness of 
spirit translated into the most up-to-date techno- 
logy transcending the pettiness of everyday 
politics. 


UNDIPLOMATIC 
XPULSION 


The Soviet Government’s expulsion of Yaakov 
Sharett, First Secretary at the Israeli Embassy in 
Moscow, gives cause for disquiet. The allegation 
that he simultaneously engaged in espionage and 
Zionist propaganda hostile to the Soviet Union 
is patently absurd. The real intention of the 
Soviet authorities is to frighten Soviet Jews from 
maintaining contact with Israeli diplomats who 
at present form a tenuous link between them and 


the outside world. The presence of diplomats 
from the Jewish State, who speak Russian and visit 
provincial centres, has a powerful moral effect on 
local Jews, which has to be seen to be believed. 
Moreover, the Israeli diplomats, by virtue of 
their long residence and specialised knowledge. 
are in a position to ascertain the real plight of 
the Soviet Union's three million Jewish’ inhabi- 
tants. Mr. Sharett’s arrest and expulsion during 
his visit to Riga exemplify these considerations. 
An Israeli basketball team recently visited Riga 
to play in a world tournament match, evoking 
an enthusiastic demonstration of solidarity on 
the part of the local Jewish community. This 
did not pass unnoticed by the Soviet authorities. 
who have been fulmitiating against cases of 
social contact between Israeli diplomats and 
Soviet Jews, and at the continued interest in, 
and sympathy for, Israel shown by Soviet Jews 
in spite of the incessant stream of virulent and 
mendacious anti-Israeli propaganda by the 
Soviet Press and radio. Mr. Sharett’s arrest, 
expulsion, and denunciation for espionage while 
visiting Riga and its Jewish community is a clear 
warning that any Soviet Jews maintaining con- 
tacts of any. kind with Israeli diplomats are 
liable to be suspected of espionage. The 
incident should also serve, however, as a 
reminder that the plight of Soviet Jewry is as 
grave as ever, and that it is our duty to keep it 
in the forefront of attention. 


SERVICE OF YOUTH 


All who are concerned to promote the welfare 
of Jewish youth will welcome the letter which we 
publish this week about the progress of the 
Ernest M. Joseph Memorial Appeal. The fine 
response which has been made up to date is a 
worthy tribute to the devoted life work of a 
noble protagonist of this cause. Ernest Joseph 
began his activity in this field as a young man 
of 20, when such work was still very much of 
a pioneer venture. When he died last year, at 
the age of 83, he was a veteran leader of a 
movement which had developed and expanded 
far beyond the fondest hopes of its founders. 
Throughout all these changes Ernest Joseph was 
an unfailing source of inspiration and guidance 
to successive generations of Anglo-Jewish youth. 
There must be many persons who have not yet 
done so who would wish to add their contri- 
butions to this memorial tribute.

Sirn,—-The article, “ A Challenge to 
World Zionism” (June 23 issue) is a 
mixture of well-known facts and 
sweeping generalisations. Its con- 
clusions must be subjected to critical 
scrutiny. 

The main criticism against the 
World Zionist Movement boils down 
to the fact that it does not provide 
enough money for the building - of 
Israel. This is an accusation to which 
many Zionists will subscribe. But 
two questions have to be asked: 

First, does it help the Zionist 
Movement to raise money for Isracl 
if its contribution is constantly 
belittled ? 

Secondly, how could the building up 
of Israel profit without the existence 
of a World Zionist Movement ? 

The following facts speak for 
themselves: 

The Jewish Agency brought to 
Israel since 1948 one million immi- 
grants and set up about 500 new 
settlements. Seventy thousand 
children were absorbed by Youth 
Alivah. Is this a_ negligible 
contribution ? 

Your contributor states: “ The 
Israel Government now covers at 
least per cent of the Agency's 
budect for immigration, absorption. 
and settlement.” If this figure is 
correct——-statistics could be used in 
various ways —1s the other 50 per cent 
not worth talking about ? 

But the participation the 
Agency's budget does not exhaust the 
Zionist contribution. What about 
the Bond drive in America and else- 
where ? What about the investments 
in Isracl? The Zionist Movement 
plays no small part in these ven- 
tures. It did its share in obtaining 
reparations. from Germany. 

Some people have their own 
method of accounting: If a drive is 
successful, then the money is pro- 
vided by “non-Zionists.” If it is a 
fuilure then, of course, the Zionists 
are to blame. 

Ihe vital problem is how to 
increase the income of the Jew’ih 
Avency. The story which you dis- 
plaved so prominently on your front 
lack of funds for aliya——this 
is the real challenge to world Jewry. 

It is quite true that the Agency 
has large debts—due to the. heavy 
commitments during the years of 
mass-aliya. But its credit is excel- 
lent as is shown by the “ Consolida- 
tion Loan” of 65 million dollars just 
obtained in the U.S.A, 

From the 4,000 Agency employees 
mentioned by your contributor, about 
2.700 are engaged yn colonisation, 
absorption of new immigrants, and 
Youth Alivah. 


World Zionism 


Let me now briefly Jcal with the 
other points made by = your 
contributor: 

“ The basic problem of the Zionist 
Movement is its stubborn refusal to 
face realities and consequent infleyi-. 
bility in adapting itself to changed 
conditions,” This is a serious charge 
but what concrete examples are given 
to prove it? 

First example: It is claimed that 
the Basle Programme “ which called 
for a safe refuge for the Jewish 
was only belatedly amended 
t was belatedly amended because jt 
was impossible—-owing to the war in 
the Middle East—-to convene a Zionist 
Congress before 1951. But the truth 
is that the Basle Programme js as 
valid today as it was in 1897, 

Second cxample: “The Zionist 
parties were not dishanded—-although 
their separate existence spells jnter- 
ference in Isracl’s internal affairs.” 

Who should disband them ? 
Happily, we live in a free demo- 
cratic society where Zionists are 
organised on a Voluntary basis. This 
perpetual fear of “interference” jn 
internal affairs cither of Israel or the 
Diaspora is due to the bogy of dual 
loyalties. is—an out-ol-date con- 
ception of Jewish life. To quote 
Herzl: “We are a people, we are 
one people... . 

Third cxample: Your contributor 
states that there is no single over-all 
Zionist Federation in the U.S.A, This 
is regrettable, but it is not easy ‘o 
organise the 54 million Jews in 
America on a voluntary basis. The 
American Zionist Council|—embracing 
all Zionist groups represents 600,000 
members the largest organiscd 
Jewish unit. athe U.S.A. 

The belief of some people that it 
is possible to help the building up of 
Isracl by “running down” the Zions’ 
Movement is both naive and 
irresponsible.

Bene Israel also aver that the influx 
of sti ictly Orthodox Baghdadis 
some decades Jater furthered a reli- 
gious revival among the Bene Israc! 
community. 

Baghdadis, however, soon out- 
stripped the Bene Israel in a num- 
ber of ways—though not in educa- 
tional and professional  attain- 
ments. The leaders of the Baghdad: 
community pioneered in industry, 
providing employment for many 
thousands of people; they built 
public libraries and subsidised 
charitable services. There was 
friction between the two Jewish 
groups, the Bene Israel. claiming 
that the Baghdadis wanted to share 
the privileges of the Europeans in 
India and, therefore, preferred not 
their brethren 


Complications 


Friction between Jewish com- 
munities differing in wealth and 
influence is not unusual. In India, 
however, the situation is more com- 
plicated. For Hinduism conceives 
of groups as existing in different 
degrees of religious dignity : some 
groups are not merely entitled to 
coveted privileges, but are also in 
some way endowed with religious 
dignity; conversely, the lower 
groups are not only unhappily 
underprivileged, but are also less 
clean by the standards of religious 
dignity. Hence the groups must be 
kept apart. Above all, they are 
kept apart by the ban on inter- 
marriage and. the restrictions on 
dining together. Indian Jewry par- 
takes to a certain extent of Hindu 
ideas : the  fair-complexioned, 
wealthy, and influential Jewish 
groups tend to consider themselves 
as exalted above the others in a 
religious sense. If they frown 
upon marriage with their coloured 
coreligionists it is not merely the 
result of secular inequality ; inter- 
marriage is frowned upon because 
the coloured Jews are held to be 
lacking in religious dignity. 

Many Bene Israel frequently told 
me that the  fair-complexioned 


Jews’ concern with religious dignity 
was but an unjustifiable means of 
evading the egalitarianism enjoined 
by Judaism. H. S. Kehimkar, a 
member of the Bene Israel com- 
munity, in his “ The History of the 
Bene Israel of India” (Tel Aviv, 
1937, pp. 50, 52, 53)—-the book was 
written in 1897 and published some 
decades after the author's death by 
the good offices of Dr. 1. Olsvanger 
—complained that “. some 
unkindly disposed Arabian Jews 
made an allegation that pure 
Jewish blood does not flow in the 
veins of the Bene Israel.” 


Caste barriers 


Again, Dr. E. Moses, a leading 
member of the Bene Israel and 
former Mayor of Bombay, com- 
plained in a letter to the “ Jewish 
Advocate,” an Indian-Jewish paper, 
in February, 1945, that Baghdadis 
“ always trying to pass on a White 


Man's ticket” are “foremost in 
running down the Bene _ Israel,” 
denying them “pure” Jewish 
Status. 


In Cochin, too, there was much 
friction between the. black and 
white Jewish groups. From the 
sixteenth century onwards rabbinic 
authorities were asked whether 
black and white Jews could inter- 
marry. “ But,” David G. Mandel- 
baum writes, in his “ The Jewish 
Way of Life in Cochin” (* Jewish 
Social Studies,” New York, 1939, 
p.432), “the rabbinic verdict [that 
they could intermarry] did not 
impel the white Jews to lower the 
barriers of caste.” 

Some Bene Isracl argue that if 
the white Jews of Cochin were 


sincere in their inquiries they would 


listen to what the rabbis told them. 
And they also make the point that 
in. the  nineteen-thirties Jews 
emigrated to India from Germany 
and Austria. It could not be said 
that they were all Orthodox ; some 
did not even observe the Day of 
Atonement. But they were never 
asked to prove that they were 
really Jewish. They were accepted. 


There is much reason to fear that 


the current controversy on Bene 
Israel is but the result of the export 
of a group conflict from India to 
Israel. 
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A Century's 


Changes at 


College

HE retirement next week of 
Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein as 
Principal of Jews’ College 
serves to call attention to some of 
the landmarks and changes of the 
past 106 years, since the College 
was opened in Finsbury Square, 
then fashionable _ residential 
quarter and active centre of 
London Jewish lite. 

Dr. Epstein’s predecessors were 
Dr. Louis Loewe (headmaster, 
1855-58), Rabbi Barnett Abrahams 
(1858-63), Dr. Michael Friedlander 
(1865-1907), and Dr. Adolph 
Biichler (1907-39). In 1945 Dr. 
Epstein was appointed Director of 
Studies, and in 1948 Principal, 
being the first alumnus of the 
College to occupy that position. 

The College moved in 1881 to 
Tavistock Square, to be near Uni- 
versity College, with which it had 
established close academic rela- 
tious. When the lease expired in 
1900 Jews’ College again removed 
to near-by premises in Queen 
Square. Then in 1932 it moved 
once more in order to become part 
and parcel of the new communal 
centre at Woburn House 

The unsuitability of Woburn 
House for the requirements of an 
academic institution soon became 
apparent. Finally, to celebrate its 
centenary, the College moved in 
1957 to its magnificent new home 

the first building specifically 
erected for the  purpose—in 
Montagu Square. The amenities of 
this building range from a splen- 
did fives-court to a superb library: 


Future leaders 


Ihe founders of the College 
intended it to be not only a train- 
ing seminary for ministers and 
teachers of religion but also to 
provide Jewish learning for future 
lay leaders. All the original pupils 
were boys in the College's school 
department, but this was closed in 
1879. It was then decided that the 
College should confine: itself to the 
functions of a specialised theologi- 
cal seminary and providing secular 
education ‘in association with 
University College. At the same 
time, however, the Chief Rabbi 
was given ex officio the right to 
veto the appointment of a 
Principal. 

Yet the Orthodox status of the 
College did not prevent the cultiva- 
tion of friendly relations with the 
non-Orthodox section of the com- 
munity. At the annual speech day 
in [895 the chairman was Claude 
Montefiore, who said, amid general 
approbation: “The Jewish com- 
munity, with all its various shades 
of religious opinion, has but one 
Jews’ College, and the College 
does well to boast that from its 
doors have gone forth men of 
various views and tendencies who 
are ministers in various” syna- 
gogues, both Orthodox and 
Reform.” 


Baeck College 


The jubilee history of the Col- 


‘lege in 1906 was written by the 


Rev. Isidore Harris, a former 
student of the College who had 
become a leading Reform minister, 
and who in 1923 was elected a 
member of the College’s Council. 
Nevertheless, the attempts on both 
sides to preserve this rapproche- 
ment failed, as is indicated, for 
example, by the founding in 1956 
of the Leo Baeck College under 
the auspices of the Reform Syna- 
gogues of Great Britain. In 1958 
the Leo Baeck College awarded its 
first Rabbinical Diploma, _ the 
recipient being a former student 


and graduate of Jews’ College. 

Meanwhile, the relations of the 
College with London University 
had further developed. The recon- 
stitution of the University in 1900 
enabled suitably qualified members 
of Jews’ College stall to become 
recognised university teachers of 
Semitics subjects and to prepare 
their pupils for the “internal” 
honours degrees of the University. 
In this way both women and non- 
Jews have been admitted to attend 
the appropriate Jews’ College lec- 
tures. Moreover, a large number 
of post-graduate and “external” 
students of the College have been 
enabled to obtain higher degrees. 
But repeated endeavours to secure 
recognition of Jews’ College as a 
constituent college of London 
University have proved unsuccess- 


ful. 
Innovations 


Since the last war many impor- 
tant innovations have been made 
at Jews’ College. The Rabbinical 
Diploma class has attracted a large 
number of ministers who have 
been awarded the Hora’al. 
An organised department of 
Chazanut been instituted. 
Modern Hebrew studies have been 
developed. University extension 
lectures have been organised. The 
Institute for the Training of 
Teachers was founded under the 
auspices of the College in 1958. 
The Institute, with its mixed staff 
of men and women lecturers and 
mixed classes of men and women 
pupils, is a far cry from. the 
original boys’ schoo] of 1855. 

Such changes indicate that the 
College has never been contented 
merely to stand still during the 
past century. It is sui generis— 
neither a yeshiva nor a university 
college——an educational institution 
with great. achievements to. its 
credit. But its future success will 
depend upon ils capacity to meet 
the challenge of these new times. 
And here much cause for concern 
CAISIS. 


Fewer students 


The number of new minister... 
students has dwindled almost to 
vanishing point. At the other end 
of the ladder an increasing num- 
ber of persons who have not quali- 
fied as alumni of the College are 
now being appointed as ministers 
of Orthodox synagogues. The 
College is, as it has always been, 
suspect by the extreme Orthodox 
wing while, in the attempt to gain 
that support, it has excluded the 
reformers and has watched its 
syllabus carefully to avoid any sug- 
gestion of “ heresies.” 

Thus, it is apparent that the 
College is now at a turning -point 
in its history. First of its prob- 
lems is how to attract students, 
and connected with that how to 
strengthen the impact which the 
College makes upon the commu- 
nity. It is unlikely that the tem- 
porary arrangements _ recently 
announced for the leadership of 
the College will enable it to make 
a Vigorous onslaught on these and 
other problems. Jntl a new 
Principal is appointed the Chief 
Rabbi will be adding this task to 
his other responsibilities, assisted 
by Dr. H. J. Zimmels (who is 
aged 60) as Director of Studies. 

In the meantime, the present 
staff and the students are naturally 
allected by the aura of uncertainty 
with regard to the College’s future 
direction. All in all, therefore,. it 


would seem that while the present 
interregnum lasts it is unlikely that 
the deterioration in the condition 
of the College will be arrested.

HUNGARIAN RECORDS

Corpus Inscriptionum Hungariae 
) Edited by ALEXANDER

This book of Hungarian Jewish 
inscriptions covers the period from 
the third century till 1686. The first 
ewish stones, written in Latin (with 
n admixture of Greek), belong to 
the Roman period, when Jews, spread 
ver the whole of the Roman Empire, 
Iso reached the outlying province 
f Pannonia. The most interestin 
nscription is a votive stone erecte 
in Intercisa (on the Danube) in 
honour of the Emperor Severus 
Alexander and his mother, Julia 
Mamaea, by Cosmius, head of the 
customs office and “ president of the 
Jewish synagogue” (archisynagogus 
Judaeorum). Formerly scholars were 
in doubt whether the word “ syna- 
gogue” referred to a Jewish place 
of worship or to some Gentile associa- 
tion (for which the same word was 
used); when, however, the stone 
was recently cleaned the word 
“ Judaeorum ” appeared and definitely 

settled the matter. 


Roman legionaries 


But I am somewhat doubtful 
whether the soldiers, Marcus Aurelius 
Malchia and Margys Aurelius Sallu- 
mas, natives of Em in Syria, and 
Aurelia Baracha, the wife of an 
Emesene soldier, whose names appear 
in tombstones from Intercisa, were 
really Jews. Not that one can doubt 
the possibility that among the 
legionaries from Emesa there could 
have been Jews; in an inscription 
from another part of the Empire we 
hear of a soldier belonging to a 
detachmem of Emesene Jews. (It may 
be also noted that the Palestinian 
Talmud [Jeb. xi, 11d] also mentions 

roselytes from Emesa.) Neverthe- 

$ it seems to me that the names 
in question are (or can be) Syrian 
Aramaic rather than Hebrew, so that 
there is no specific evidence to show 
that their bearers were Jews. 


The next—much more numerous— 
group, belonging to the Middle Ages, 
introduces us into a quite different 
world: the inscriptions on the tomb- 
stones are all in Hebrew, and the 
Jewish communities from which they 
derive are obviously under the influ- 
ence of the great centres of Ashkenazi 
Jewry. We learn that the medieval 
Gothic synagogue of 
(Odenburg) has recently n 


restored and the book also contains 


a photograph of this unique 
monument. 
The last group contains the 


numerous tombstones from the period 
of the Turkish occupation, mostly 
from Buda. When the Turks cap- 
tured the city in 1526, they exiled 
the Jewish community to the more 
central parts of the Ottoman Empire, 
and it took some years before a new 
community formed itself. When the 
Imperial troops recaptured Buda in 
1686, the remaining Jews were 
carried off into captivity. The tomb- 
stones were mostly built into houses 
and only came to light during works 
of demolition and restoration, often 
quite recently. 

The commentary added by Pro- 
fessor Scheiber to the texts is rich 
and instructive, and the volume is 
sumptuously produced and contains 
numerous photographs. The volume 
concludes with a summary in German, 
so thtat its main contents are 
accessible also to students of Jewish 
history who do not read Hungarian.

In these 400-odd beautifully 
printed pages the publishers appear 
to have chosen the best of Peretz’s 
writings — folk-tales, allegories, 
dramas-in-little, all enriched with a 
wit, an understanding, a deep con- 
viction which cannot be lost upon 
the perceptive reader. Here we 
have a microcosm of the Jewries of 
the Old World, their joys and sor- 
rows, struggles and hopes, their 
unquenchable optimism in the face 
of grim adversity. 


Rich men and poor flit through 
his pages, their day-to-day activities, 
foibles, mannerisms recorded with 
an acuteness verging frequently on 
the uncanny. 


Particularly pleasing is the story 
entitled “The Baal Shem Arranges a 
Marriage,” a tale of a rich timber 
merchant who entertains the Baal 
Shem, and whose dream of begetting 
an heir"becomes a reality, but only 
on condition that he is prepared to 
face beggary. The tribulations of 
Samuel and his Treine, their gradual 
decline from affluence to poverty, 
and the unexpected denouement 
make a “happy ending” story very 
much to popular taste. It is the 
naturalness of Peretz that is so 
appealing. This is indeed refreshing 
fare in a sophisticated age.

Yet the sad fact is that there are still 
great differences in infant mortality, 
and in illness and death at other ages, 
in different parts of the world, and 
great differences, too, in the rate at 
which improvements are being made. 
It is with preventive medicine of this 
sort, mostly with differences 
between countries and classes, that 
Dr, and Mrs. Leff write. 

The authors quite rightly stress that 
most of the differences in disease and 
mortality are due to differences in 
social and economic status. They 
stress, too, the great strides made in 
the Communist countries like the 
Soviet Union and, more especially, in 
the new China. The. information 
about these countries, however, is less 


well documented than that of the 
Western countries, and there is 4 
tendency for the authors to make up 
in enthusiasm they cannot give 
as statistical fact. In this world-wide 
survey, Israel receives praise especia||y 
for her attitude towards the menta/ 
worries and stresses of her people. 
and in particular for her approach ty 
the anxieties of expectant mothers. 

This is a book which provides a 
great deal of interesting information. 
It might perhaps have been written in 
not quite such a loose and repetitious 
style. And occasionally one finds 
some imbalance caused presumably 
by the fact that information is scanty 
for many countries. Statistics about 
disease in a country thus tend to be 

uoted for no other reason than that 
they are available. This certain\y 
explains the reference to rickets in 
Israel; though it is not common. it 
does occur, and doctors in Israel! are 
understandably anxious to sec it 
er eliminated. The authors 
write, however, as if rickets in Israel 
is a widespread cause of very serious 
disease. 

Apart from these occasional lapses. 
this book is a readable account of 
how much still needs to be done in 
applying the knowledge we already 
have to the prevention of disease, and 
to the saving of lives. 


Impressive plays 


By NORMAN GINSBURY 


A Slight Ache and Other Plays. 
By Haro_p Pinter. Methuen. 12s. 6d. 


Harold Pinter has rapidly estab- 
lished himself as one of the best of 
our younger dramatists. His “The 
Caretaker” was an exciting example 
of unorthodox, but strangely effective, 
playwriting, and this new volume of 
his works containing three short plays 
and five revue a shows that his 
position is no advetifitious one. 

“A Slight Ache” was written for 
radio and later transferred to the 
theatre. It has no plot. Two charac- 
ters, husband and wife, gradually 
bare their perplexed souls to a mute 
match-seller. Who is the match- 
seller? Their confessor? Their 
psychiatrist ? It does not matter. He 
is as mysterious as Godot but he 
enables Pinter to express himself in 
virile, imaginative writing. The play 


is even more impressive the 


medium for which it was originally 
written. There, the unseen match- 
seller, a figure of the mind rather 
than the eye, grows and grows in 
dramatic stature and the final effect 
is overwhelming. 


“A Night Out,” the second of the 
plays, obtained top television rating 
during the week of its production 
All the same, this story of Albert 
Stokes, the weak-willed son trying to 
escape from the influence of his 
mawkish mother, is the least dis- 
tinguished of the three plays. 


“The Dwarfs” is a little. master- 
piece that defies analysis. It is built 
round three characters, Len, Pete, and 
Mark, and their reactions to each 
other make the play. The dialogue 
varies from impulsive, staccato scn- 
tences to long, brooding monologucs. 
It is vigorous, poetic, sometimes 
nightmarish, and mostly magnificent.

Kohn was a type of Jewish public 
servant who saw in his service not a 
mere professional occupation but a 
calling to which he devoted all his 
being. A man of wide experience in 
contemporary international affairs, he

At the end of 
1958 he went to Israel to advise the 
Government on rehabilitation prob- 
lems, and on methods of training 
instructors, supervisors, and techni- 
cians. A training centre which the 
Israel Ministry of Labour set up on 
his advice is popularly known as the 
“ Goldberg Institute. In appreciation 
of his work Mr. Ben-Gurion pre- 
sented him with a medallion. 


Mr. Goldberg was made a C.B.E. 
in the 1954 New Year Honours. He 
was a member of the Friends of the 
Hebrew University.

DOCUMENTARY FILM 
ON GLOBKE 
By our Pilm Critic 


Unless the whole thing is a piece 
of impudent falsification then the 
East German documentary film, 
“Action J,” which, through the 
courtesy of Mr. Stanley Forman, of 
Plato Films, and Mr. S. Tony Tenser, 
of the Compton Cinema Club, I saw 
privately this week, is a sensational 
subject that merits serious and imme- 
diate public attention. 


According to the makers of the 
picture it “depicts incidents in the 
career of Dr. Hans Globke, author 
of the Commentary of the Nazi 
Nuremburg Laws and now Secretary 
of State in the office of Dr. 
Adenauer.” 

The sequences that deal with the 
putting into action of the recom- 
mendations for the “ Final Solution ” 
are indeed harrowing. New pictures 
of the Warsaw Ghetto make one 
shudder with horror. As newsreel 
shots of Globke’s arrival and depar- 
ture in uniform at various WNazi 
gatherings are presented, complemen- 
tary documentary evidence is shown, 
seeming!y authentic, that tie up with 
Globke’s part in the Nazi plan for 
racial purity. 

The film ends with the conse- 
quences of the work of exterminating 
millions of innocent people. One 
has to close one’s eyes as the sicken- 
ing Nazi bestialities are inflicted on 
unending masses of pitiful Jews. 

There may, of course, be an 
answer to the film's allegations. One 
thing is certain. The film, which is 
being submitted to the censor, must 
be showm either publicly or under 
appropriate’ private auspices. And the 
fullest. opportunity should be given to 
the West German. authoritics to

By 
these methods attractive solutions to 
thorny short-term problems may some- 
umes appear to offer themselves. But 
no political advance built on insecure 
economic foundations is likely to

The development of a modern diversi- 
fied economy in. Central and East Africa 
will call fer continuous effort and great 
Patience over a long period.

Sir Charles Taylor, Chairman of 
Grosvenor House (Park Lane). reports 
that there is every indication of a 
good year as far as turnover is con- 
cerned.

Viscount Buckmaster, Chairman of 
Town Investments group, says that 
the Board faces the future with con- 
fidence, although property companies 
as a whole are faced with a difficult 
situation at the moment. Apart from 
the cost of borrowing there is, the 
Chairman says, keen competition for 
sites: with an ever-increasing value, 
and the higher profits tax “ presses 
hardly” on property concerns which 
normally distribute their income as 
fully as prudent. 


Mr. John Cohen, Chairman of the 
ever-expanding Tesco Stores (Hold- 
ings), has plans for still more super- 
markets. ‘ Since the last report the 
group has opened nine new ones and 
at the same time others have been 
modernised.- The Board are now 
developing some thirty new super- 
markets, or sites for them, and 
another 14 are planned. Even so. 
negotiations are already under way 
for further sites. The Board is now 
looking to Lancashire and Yorkshire 
and Mr. Cohen hints that, given 
suitable opportunity, he would not 
be averse to making take-over moves 
in these areas if there was prospect 
of growth potential.

Four judges, 17 doctors, and a

several times in the past been sub- 
jected to the false alarm that Israel 
has an atomic bomb. 

An official communiqué issued by 
the Defence Ministry stated: 
“ Today, at 14.41 local time, a sound- 
ing rocket was fired successfully from 
a firing site on the Mediterranean 
shore for the purpose of meteoro- 
logical research. The rocket was 
planned, constructed, and fired by a 
group of Israeli scientists and tech- 
nicians. The purpose of the launch- 
ing was fully achieved.” 

Mr. Ben-Gurion and those accom- 
panying him watched the firing from 
a point about 400 metres from the 
launching: site. They were in an 
improvised shelter surrounded by 
sandbags. 

Within seconds of the firing the 
rocket was seen accelerating, and dis- 
appeared high above the clouds in 
the morning sky. Only for a fraction 
of a second was it possible to see the 
black smoke from the rocket’s tail. 

The progress of the rocket was 
watched on special instruments, and 
then the rocket apparently disinte- 
grated at an altitude of about fifty 
miles. 

Because. of the fear of falling 
splinters from the rocket Mr. Ben- 

urion was persuaded to stay in the 


shelter a few more minutes after the 
rocket reached its intended height. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion’s comment when 
the rocket left the launching pad 
was: “This shows the ability of 
Israeli scientists. It is‘ all Israeli 
made.” 

News of the successful firing of the 
rocket swept through Israel within 
seconds, Broadcasting services were 
interrupted to make the announce- 
ment.
